AEROPLANE SAFETY, 


eres 


Apropos of the assertion of the 
War Department that the casualties 
of the air service were sixty-one a 
thousand less than those in the in- 
fantry service of the army, the San 
Francisco (Call informs its readers 

that this statement should be read 
with the understanding that many 
of the men connected with the air 
service were éngaged as mechanics 
in caring for the machines on the 
ground, and were in no danger at al) 
except perchance an aviator might 
fall on them from the skies. 

However, most of the air service 
officers went into the air, and of 

: these only thirty-one jin a thousand 
lost their lives as compared with 
fifty-five officers of infantry. Add 
to these casualties the lives lost 
in the aviators’ training camps, and 
it appears that the risks taken by 
the actual fighters in the two ser- 
vices were about equal, or if there 
was a difference that it was in favor 
of the aviator. The flying machine 
itself, that is to say, added nothing 


jto the comparative danger incurred 
A few experienced airmen were kill- 


ed in accidents, but not many. Per- 

haps as many of the infantry of- 

ficers, in proportion, died as the re- 

sult of automobile accidents, pre- 

maturé explosions of ammunition 

and other hazards for which the 
. enemy was not responsible. 

This would have a passing inter- 
est if it were only to show that we} 
have been distributing our hero 
worship unfairly between the avia- 
tor and the infantryman. It has 
however, a more important signifi- 
cance. It demonstrates the safety 
of air navigation by experienced and 
selected aviators, and of air nav- 
igation under conditions that need 
never be encountered in time of 
peace. The war aviator had to be 
a circus performer; they had to 
perform feats that neither Art 
Smith nor any other of the alr 


acrobats thad previously attempted 
They stood their machines on their 


heads and their tails, they spun, 
danced, side stepped, fell over back- 
ward, and finally came to believe 
that there was no position from 
which they could not extricate them- 
selves safely, provided the machine 
was far enough up and nothing 
broke. The commercial filers of 
today need perform none of these 
feats. Their jobs require them only 
to fly on an even keel from one des- 
ignated spot to another, and the 
only serious unavoidable risks are 
fire and forced landing. An auto- 
mobilist on a mountain road fs in 
quite as great danger. : 

In short, airplanes are now safe 
ae enough to bid for the patronage of 
: every one who can pay to get quick- 

ly from place to place and who is 
6 not more than ordinartly timid. They 
are, all thirigs considered, a good 
deal safer than most of the modes 
of travel in use a hundred years
